TRADE DEFICIT 


1£850,000,000 Budget 
Presented |

JERUSALEM 


Budget estimates of 1£850,000,000 
for the fiscal year beginning on April 
1 were presented by Mr. Levi Eshkol, 
the Ministér of Finance, in the Knes- 
set on Monday. He reported progress 
in development projects in all spheres 
despite heavy expenditure on defence. 
Deficits in tradé had increased and the 
gap in the balance of payments had 
widened, he stated. 


The Isracli population. he added, would 
probably grow to 2,000,000 in 1957, even 
assuming that ‘the immigration does not 
exceed 70,000. (These figures do not in- 
clude the population of the Gaza Sirip.) 

He stated that 10.000 families wou!d 
he settled on the land m accordance 
with present plans, end others would 
be found work in new industries which 
were ~being established The Jewish 
people, said Mr. Eshkol, would be asked 
to provide hundreds of millons of 
dollars, while the population in Israel 
would have to make the greatest possible 
effort to help the country. The economic 

slicy of Israel during 1957 would. be 
hese on the need to absorb immigrants 
and consolidate the security position. 

The Government, he said, intended to 
make every effort to keep prices stable 
and to balance the budget 


More Spent On Housing 


The maim changes in the budget werc 
a slight reduction in expenditure for 
development and agriculture and in- 
creased participation in the Jewish 
Agency's budget for agricultural settle- 
ments: a slieht reduction in aliocation for 
industry, wmch was counterbalanced by 
the ordering of 1£33,000,000 worth of 
goods to be paid for by reparations in 
future’ Years: greater expenditure on 
mines and quarries: and mote expendi- 
ture on building and housing—the 
idtal, together with that which the 
Jewish Agency will spend, will reach 
1£ 100,000,000. 

During the past year the cultivated area 
in the country had increased by over 
twenty per cent and was 930,000 acres. 
About 2,500 acres had been reclaimed 
through the Hula project and were 
already partly sown. Twenty-three new 
settlements had been established, bringing 
the total number of population centres to 
917, of which 20 were towns and over 100 
Arab villages. 

The over-all industrial exports had in- 
creased by four per cent. Production in 
the diamond, metal, assembly of 
motors, electrical appliances, and plastics 
industries had increased variously from 
12 to 28 per cent. . Imports had, how- 
ever, grown by far greater percentages, 
which had increased the trade deficit by 
$25,000,000 to $275,000,000, and the 
defictt in the balance of payments by 
over $70,000,000 to $380,000,000, Mr. 
Eshkol stated.

Shechita Fees 


Mr. H. A. Gaventa (President of the

ENDOWMENT APPEAL 
FOR JEWS’ COLLEGE 


£220,000 Contributed

The Centenary Building and 
Endowment Appeal of Jews’ College 
has realised up to now £220,000 in 
cash donations, covenanted contribu- 
tions, and pledges, Mr, Alan A. 
Mocatta, ‘told the 


Council at its meeting, held under his 


chairmanship. at Woburn House, 
London, on Tuesday. Ehis sum 
included the .special gift of £20,000 
by Sir Maurice Bloch to’ endow 


scholarships for college students, and 
was collected from just over 2,000 
contributors all over the country——~ a 
very small proportion of the com- 
munity, considering the number of 


‘Anglo-Jewish households.” 


Ihe Chairman. went on to say that 
although the total sum of receipts and 
promises secmed impressive, it still fell 
short of the amount necessary to pay 
for the building and the equipment of 
the new building (now being  con- 
structed) and to endow Jews Collcge 
afier u moved im there, so that they 
would not need to labour. under a con- 
tinuous deficit. He estimated that the 
target of the Centenary’ Fund would. have 
to be raised to £350,000. 


Deficit of £5,722 


Mr. Mocatia made this statement 
when he submitted for the approval ot 
the Council the draft report and the 
accounts for the past year, which are 
to be presented to the forthcoming 
annual mecting of the . governors and 
subscribers of the College | 

The accounts showed that for the year 
ending June 30, 1936, the College had 
a deficit of £5,722, . the expenditure 
having risen to £17,567. 

Mr. David E. Franklin (who is Joint 
Treasurer with Mr. Felix Le Levy) said 
that the Executive and Finance commu- 
tees of the Counci! would hold a joint 
meeting. prior to the annual meeting of 
governors and subscribers, to work out 
measures for the elimination of the 
deficit. 

The report and accounts were adopted. 
The Council also decided to admit to

POLITICAL RELIGIONS | 


SAIAH'’S determination, express- 

ing itself in the words “ Here 

I am, send me™ (vi, 8), is the 
text of our prophetic lesson. Every 
Jew must be imbued with this 
determination through an under- 
standing that he is serving the 
cause of justice. 

To pursue justice is to oppose 
injustice, the injustice of tyranny, be 
it the tyranny of a totalitarian régeme 
or that of a democratic majority. The 
majority is not always right. The 
mere political method of achieving 
justice can lead to imjustice. If we 
were to ask people what is the right 
thing. they would give various 
answers. But those, in fact, would 
always amount to the same thing. 
One answer mught be that the right 
thing is to be a Socialist; another 
that it is to be a Liberal or a 
Nationalist; and the people beyond 
the Iron Curtain say that the right 
thing 1s to be a Communist. Political 
formulas: -have been substituted for 
religion. 

How political religion can find itself 
at a dead end can be illustrated by 
posing the question: what is 
equality ? Justice demands equality, 


All men are equal before God, all - 


men are children of God. This 
equality is the heart of the life of a 
Jewish congregation. We call our 
congregation Aehillag Kedosha, a holy 
congregation, because we see Oim- 
selves as. brothers and sisters. But 
when equality is politically enforced, 
not justice but injustice is often the 
outcome. We face the injustice of 
levelling down the status of the indus- 
trious and the imelligent to the status 
of the lazy and foolish. 


NOTHBR example is that of 
Nationalism. The history which 
we read in the Brble is the history 
of a nation. of the Jewish nation. 
Mankind is conceived in the Bible as 
consisting of many nations. We Jews 
believe that God acts in history. and 
that history is the history of the 
nations. Nationalism has a jist 
cause. . But, again. we have witnessed 
how justice can become injustice in 
the field of politics. If Nationalism 
transforms people into.a berd. blindly 
following slogans, we must. say that 
Nationalism is the disease of the 
nations. Jingoism transforms a 
nation into a mob, 

Fifty years ago religious writers 


and teachers had to defend religion 
against science. Today the Pi 
which surrounded science has faded. 
We realise the importance of science, 
but.we also see its limitations. Man 
does not live by bread alone. Today 
it is not science but politics which is 
expected to perform miracles, But it 
cannot do 
called the art of the possible. It is 
dangerous when it is taken to be the 
art of everything possible. 


HEN politics becomes the substi- 

tute for our religion we become 
worshippers of a false religion. Of 
these false religions there are 
many, and Communism and often 
Nationalism are among their number, 
But these political religions have had 
their day, and we can already see 
clearly their errors. 

There is no technical device to 
create justice, nor will there ever be 
one. Politics uses power to enforce 
justice. For a time it can succeed, 
but not for long. Yesterday's justice 
can become today’s injustice. This 
can be rectified by man, in whosé 


heart burns the desire for justice and 


who is prepared to serve the. cause 
of justice, 

Liberalism. Nationalism, and 
Socialism are. cach important up to 
a point. There is in all three a Jewish 
content, but this content is connected 
with the will to enforce an acknow- 
ledgment of it on mankind, What is 
Judaism ? When you want a true 
answer look beyond the political 
ideologies of our time, look to the 
prophets of the Bible. look to the 
rabbis of our classical age. look to 
the Torah, and learn from it the 
blissful answer.

Mr. David E. Franklin (who is Joint 
Treasurer with Mr. Felix L. Levy) said 
that the Executive and Finance commit- 
tees of the Counci! would hold a joint 
meeting, prior to the annual meeting of 
governors and subscribers, to work out 
measures for the elimination of the 
defici.. 

Tae report and accounts were adopted. 
The Council also decided to admit to 
the college an applicant whom the Chair- 
man described as “ most unusual.” He 
is a man in. his. middle forties, 
a Polish-born refugee from Germany, 
who now holds the position of a beaile 
in one of the London synagogues, He 
was determined to study at his own cost, 
although he would be about fifty by the 
time he qualified. as minister, Mr. 
Mocatta informed the Council that ihe 
authorities of the London University had 
agreed to accept the applicam for 
advanced Hebrew and English studies 
and for the study of Latin at the 
ordinary level. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


POLITICAL RELIGIONS 


SAIAH'S determination, express- 

ing itself in the words “ Here 

I am, send me™ (vi, 8), is the 
text of our prophetic lesson. Every 
Jew must be imbued with this 
determination through an_ under- 
standing that he is serving the 
cause of justice. 

To pursue justice is to . oppose 
injustice, the injustice of tyranny, be 
it the tyranny of a totalitarian régmme 
or that of a democratic majority. The 
majority is not always right. The 
mere political method of achieving 
justice can lead to impustice. If we 
were to ask people what is the nght 


thing. they would” give varous 
answers. But those. in fact, would 
always amount to the same thing. 


One answer might be that the right 
thing is to be a Socialist; another 
that it ws to be a Liberal or a 
Nationalist; and the people beyond 
the Iron Curtain say that the right 
thing is to be a Communist. Political 
formulas have been substituted for 
religion, 

How political religion can find itself 
at a dead end can be illustrated by 
posing the question: what 
equality ? Justice demands equality. 
All men .are equal before God, all 
men are children of God This 
equality is the heart of the life of a 
Jewish congregation We call our 
congregation Achilla kedesha, a holy 
congregation. because we our- 
selves as brothers and sisters. But 
when equality is politically enforced, 
not justice but injustice is often the 
outcome... We face the. injustice of 
levelling down the status of the indus- 
trious and the intelligent to the status 
of the lazy and foolish. 


A NOTHER exaniple is that of 
Nationalism Ihe history which 
we read in the Bible ts the history 
of a nation. of the Jewish nation. 
Mankind is conceived in the Bible as 
consisting of many fations. We Jews 
believe that God acts in history. and 
that history is the history of - the 
nations Nationalism has just 
cause, But, again, we have witnessed 
how justice can become injustice in 
the field of politics if Nationalism 
transforms people into a herd. blindly 
following slogans, we must sav -that 
Nationalism is the disease of the 


nations Jingoism . transforms a 
nation into a mob. 
Fifty years ago religious writers 


of justice. 


and teachers had to defend ges 
against science. Today the 
which surrounded science has faded, 
We realise the importance of science, 
but we also see its limitations. Man 
does not live by bread alone. Today 
it is mot science but politics which is 


expected to perform miracles, But it 
cannot do so. Politics has been 
called the art of the possible. It is 


dangerous when it is taken to be the 
art of everything possible. 


WHEN politics becomes the substi- 


tute for our religion we become 
worshippers of a false religion. Of 
these false religions there are 
many, and Communism and often 
Nationalism are among their number, 
But these political religions have had 
their day, and we can already see 
clearly their errors. 

There is no technical device to 
create justice, nor will there ever be 
one. Politics uses power to enforce 
justice. For a time it can succeed, 
but not for long. Yesterday's justice 
can’ become today’s injustice. This 
can be rectified by man, in whose 
heart burns the desire for justice and 
who is prepared to serve the cause 


Liberalism, Nationalism, and 
Socialism are each important up to 
a point. There is in all three a Jewish 


content. but this content is connected 
with the will to enforce an acknow- 
ledgment of on mankind. What is 


Judaism ? When you want a true 
answer look bevond the political 
ideologies of our time, look to the 
prophets of the Bible, look to the 


rabbis of our classical age, look to 
the Torah. and learn from it the 
blissful answer.

HEBREW TUITION BY RADIO 


Hebrew teachers throughout the

.No change in the Governments 
policy towards the Middle East and 
Israel is likely as a result of Mr. 
Harold Macmillan’s appointment to 
the Premiership. 

Mr. Macmillan has said and done 
nothing to indicate that he is anything 
but an “ Eden man.” And his retention 
of Mr. Selwyn Lioyd as Foreign Secre- 
tary shows that, for

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ISRAEL WANTS ONLY SECURITY & PEACE 
Mrs. Meir’s Statement at London Airport 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The anxicty of the Israeli Govern- 
ment. and people to preserve the 
security achieved in the campaign 
against Egypt was emphasised by Mrs. 
Golda Meir, Israel's Foreign Minister, 
who stopped for an, hour and a half 
at London Airport, on Monday night, 
on her way to New York for the 
session of the United Nations. 

Mrs. Meir, who was returning from 
a brief visit to Jerusalem where she 
consulted the Government on her 
previous talks with the State Department 
and United Nations Secretariat and U.N. 
delegations, was met at the airport by 
the Isracli Ambassador, Mr. Ehahu 
Flath. a representative of. the British 
Formgn Office and reporters 

Appearing before a tclevision camera, 
she was asked what Isracl had achieved 
by her attack on Egypt. Mrs. Meir 
replied with one word: “ security.” She 
then added: “lt is as simple as that. 
We only wanted to gain security -so that 
our people could live im peace within 
its own territory. We have destroyed 
the possibility of an all-out attack on 
Israc! from Senat. and we are now 
anxious to ensure both multtary security 
agains itiacks’ by fedayeen and ‘free 
hrough the straits of Tiran and

“We, of course, want peace and are

World Sephardi Group 
Protests to U.N. 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The World Sephardi Federation 
has sent to the United Nations 
Organisation a _ resolution adopted 


recently by its Executive protesting at 
the oppressive measures against Jews 
in Egypt, which reads, in part, as 
follows: 


(1) The World Sephardi Federation, 
representing two million Sephardi Jews, 
appeals to the U.N., to the governments 
of the free world, and to public opimon 
to protest against the persecution of 
Egyptian Jews, the a of their 
civil rights, and the illegal confiscation 
of their properties, and urges. the 
immediate intervention by the U.N. to 
iake action to end these injustices. It 
also appeals for help to those stateless 
persons who are equally subject to per- 
secuuon. 

(2) The World Sephardi Federation 
further urges that a request be made to 
the Egyptian Government demanding: 
(a) That the ill-treatment of Jews should 
cease and that they be freed from intern- 
ment immediatcly; (b) That the chari- 
table and educational smstitutions of the 
Jewish communitics in Egypt be. at once 
permitted to resume their activities, 
that help may be given to the needy: fc) 
[hat permission be granted to. those 
Jews who wish to leave Egypt to do so, 
and to permit them to transfer they 
capital to enable them to make a fresh 
Siart 

Reaeniuiions were sent 10 the Gsovern- 
ments of Great Britain. France. Haly, 
and. Greece. cxpressing gratitude for 
their understanding of the plight of 
Fevptian Jews and for having accepted 
a number of them as rctlugees 

Ihanks were Lkewrse expressed io the 
Covernmen and people of Israci and ihe 
Jewish communities of England, France 
ltalv, and Greece for the assistance they 
are giving to refugees from Egypt, and 
all Sephardi communities to do 

thing possible to aid: morally and 
materially their brethren mn Egypt.

Central Council’s Future Plans 


CONCERN AT SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


A number of important new projects on which the Central Counc! 
of Jewish Religious Education in the United Kingdom proposes to embark 
were outlined by the Chairman of the Council, the Rev, Dr. S. Goldman, 
and supported by the Chief Rabbi at the annual meeting of the Counc! 
held on Sunday at Woburn House, London. 

They include a teachers’ training seminar to be held next summer, 
a conference to study the demand and supply position of Jewish teachers, 


and the possible appointment of 
education officers for overseas com- 
munities. All these projects will be 
carried out in conjunction with the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education, 

Dr. Goldman said it was a hearten- 
ing experience for him, when he spent 
a day at a winter school the previous 
week, to see youngsters, after putting 
on their tefillin for shachrit, daven as 
thoroughly as their parents and grand- 
parents did, and not needing even a 
siddur to do so. That had made him 
realise that Anglo-Jewry was not lost 
and that there was hope for its 
future, 

Ihey had been successful in quite a 
lair Measure in winning more . support 
lor their work from the provinces, said 
the Chairman Ihe amount of moncy 
which they had raised from ‘the -pro- 
vincial communities during the year 
had been doubled, and more than 
iwice aS Many synagogues had supported 
the .Counci! But they would not be 
satisfied until every synagogue in the 
provinces felt bound as a poimt of 
honour to give the Council the support 
which deserved 


Training Seminar

TWO FACTORS OF 
JEWISH SURVIVAL 


National Will and 
Eeonomic Position

The national will to survive, 
coupled with the specific economic 
position which Jews in the Diaspora 
had occupied, had been the factors 
causing the survival of the Jews. 
This opinien was voiced by Dr. R 
Mahler, lecturer in Economie History 
at the Tel Aviv School of Economics. 
who addressed members of Tarbut 


l'am at 37. Broadhurst Gardens. 
N.W.6. on Sunday 
Jews early distinguished themselves 


from other monotheistic rchgions by the 
belef that they were the chosen peopic 
The firm belief in the Messianic idea 
helped them to survive the persecutions of 
the Diaspora. 


Assimilation Prevented 


But this alone would not have enabled 
them to survive as a separate nation, Dr 
Mahler continue@. Since the carly Middle 
Ages Jews had occupied a specific place in 
the economic Structure. Only certain occu- 
pations had bech open to the Jews, and 
they predominated in them so that for a 
long time the word “merchant” was 
synonymous with Jew. This concentration 
in certain specific trades prevented their 
assimilation—-and u was only ihe 
ending of the feudal system that Jews 
ceased to fulfil specific economic func- 
trons, and in Western Europe there was 
more assimilation than ir Eastern Europe 


which did not progress cconomically until 


much later In the circumstances in 
which Jews lived in Poland. it would have 
been strange, said Dr. Mahler, if they 
had assimilated 

Ihe present-day outlook for Jewry in 
the Diaspora did not offer much prospect 
of a Jewish cultural future. While Jews 


still largely tended towards “ middile- 
class’ occupations, they had assimilated 
by language As. the Jew in his 


prayers had always looked to Zion, the 
Diaspora circle could be considercd— 
with the re-emergence of the State of 
Israel—to he - closed. The correct 
histori¢al solution was to go beck to 
Israel. Jewish culture in the Gola, such 
aS M@ was, could help by directing Jews 
(towards Israel, bat had not any indepen- 
dent future.

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TRIPARTITE PACT 
STILL IN FORCE 


Foreign Office View

Despite Mr. Dulles’s statement on 
the Eisenhower doctrine before the 
Congressional Commitice that Britain 
and France had announced last Octo- 
ber that the Tripartite Declaration on 
Palestine was dead, a Foreign Office 
spokesman this week declared that this 
Declaration was still in force. Britain 
still regarded the agreement and its 
obligations as valid and as applying 
to Isrgel, Jordan, Syria, and the 
Lebanon. 

When the conflict between his state- 
ment and that of Mr. Dulles was pointed 
out, the spokesman explained that Mr 
Dulles might possibly have had in mind 
the reservations Egypt made to the Tri- 
partite Agreement 

On the question of the freedom of 
passage through the Suez Canal. the 
official British view is that there should 
be freedom of passage for all ships of 
all nations and that freedom for Israeli 
shipping should cither be guaranteed by 
Egypt or that action by the United 
Nations should be agreed upon if Isracli 
ships were denied this passage. It is 
clear that Britain will not take the 
miftative at the United Nations to secure 
ifiese aims

Some of the Saar politicians dele- 
gated by the Saar Government to 
occupy seats in the Federal Parlia- 
ment, following the formal incorpora- 
tion of the Saar territory inio the 
Federal Republic, have been criticised 
by democratic circles here because of 
their past Nazi associations. 

The Saar deputies include Dr. Albrecht, 
a senior judge at the Nazi headquarters 
in Prague during the war, and Herr 
Barth, who was -Minister-President of 
the Saar from 1935 to 1945. 

According to reports received here, 
Dr. Josef Roeder is to be = 
Minister of Cultural Affairs of the Saar. 
During the Nazi régime Roeder was a 
prominent member of the Nazi Party 
and was a teacher at the Nazi school at 
The Hague during the war. 

Dr. Roeder was the spokesman for 
the Saar Deputies when they made their 
first appearance in the Bundestag (Lower 
House of the Federal Parliament) this 
week. 

Dr. Albrecht has been nominated as a 
candidate for election to the post of 
Presidemt of the Saar State Partiament. 

At a meeting of representatives of the 
Jewish community in the Saar during 
the week-end it was decided to join the 
Central Council of Jews in Germany 
and the Central Jewish Welfare Board. 

Before the last war there were 22 
Jewish communities in the Saar. The 
present Jewish population comprises 
460 persons of whom 65 are school- 
children.

M. MENDES-FRANCE’S CALL 


Guaranteeing Israel's Frontiers

PARIS 
M. Pierre Mendés-France, the 
French Radical leader and former 
Prime Minister, on Monday called on 
the United Nations and the Western 
Powers, as a matter of extreme 
urgency, to recognise as permanent 
and to guarantee the frontiers of 


Israel established under the 1948 
armistice agreements. 
He also urged them to take “ strict 


measures’ to prevent a resumption of 
military activities from the Gaza Sirip 
and to obviate a renewal of the blockade 
in the Gulf of Aqaba. 

Speaking as the guest of honour at a 
luncheon given by the Anglo-American 
Press Association here, M. Mendés-France 
said: “ It is impossible to pass judgment 
on the Eisenhower Doctrine, which really 
cannot be called a doctrine so long as 
its obsectives concerning Suez, Israecli- 
Arab relations, the Arab refugees,“ and 
the economic development of the Middle 
East remain undefined. 


“ Delicate and dangerous as these 
problems are,”” M. Mendés-France went 
on, “ they can all be settled, given suffi- 
cient good will and time; but there is 
one problem, that of Isracl’s frontiers and 
the future of the Gaza Strip and the 
Gulf of Aqaba, which is extraordinarily 
acute and which, if left unresolved, may 
place before us extraordinarily grave 
alternatives within the next few weeks.” 

M. Mendés-France expressed the view 
that “it would be a policy of great 
wisdom on the part of the United Nations 
and the Western Powers. at a moment 
when they are asking Isracl to give up 
the benefits of the military success she 
fecently achieved in the Sinai Peninsula, 
to declare that they recognise as perma- 
nent Israel's de facto 1948 armistice 
frontiers, and that they will not permit 
these frontiers to be chailenged = or 
changed by external action.” 

To deny Israci the use of the Suez 
Canal and the Gulf of Aqaba, he added, 
would be to condemn Israel to complcte 
isolation, forcing her to resort to another 
defensive action such as that witnessed two 
months ago.

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WORLD 
CONSULTATIONS 


AT its meeting this week the Board 
of Deputies agreed to the joint 
recommendation of its Executive 
and Foreign Aflairs Committees to 
enter for an experimental period 
of two years into consultation with 
certain other Jewish bodies 
throughout the world for better 
co-ordination and information in 
the field of international Jewish 
affairs. The six bodies with which 
it is claimed that the Board will 
thus be brought into relationship 
are the following: the World Jewish 
Congress, the Bai .Brrith, the 
American Jewish Labour Commit- 
tee, the Alliance Israélite Univer- 
selle, the Conseil Réeprésentatif des 
Juifs de France, and the Soutlhr 
African Board of Deputies. 


It should be remarked, in the first 
place, that the proposal now 
adopted marks a great improve- 
ment on the proposal that was 
rejected by the Board last June. 
Seven months ago the Board 
resolved that, while it would wel- 
come arrangements for the regular 
exchange of information and views 
on world Jewish problems, it would 
not accept any proposals for 
entry into a _ worid-functioning 
organisation which would 
its independence. This earlier reso- 
lution of the Board seenis to have 
been effective in so far as it led to 
Dr. Nahum. Goldmann 
Philip Klutznick, who appear to be 
the principal sponsors of the world 
scheme, putting forward _ the 
amended proposals to which the 
Board has now agreed. The revised 


January 18, 


version has been designed to 
obviate the entirely justifiable 
objections which the Board had 


very properly registered against the 
project in its original shape. -An 
agreement about measures of con- 
sultation, provided: it does not 
involve any surrender by the Board 
of its independence of action, ought 
to be most heartily welcomed. . 


However, there appear to - be 
many ambiguities and anomalies in 
the scheme, so far as its American 
sponsors have explained their inten- 
tions. Of the six bodies which 
have been mentioned as co-operat- 
ing with the Board, it is not clear 
whether all have agreed to. partici- 
pate. It seems doubtful, for example, 
whether the Alliance in France 
has accepted the invitation. Again, 
it is not clear what bodies have 
actually been invited to join. Has 
the World Agudist Organisation, 
for example, received an imvita- 
tion? Its spokesman, Mr. H. A. 
Goodman, has. been pointedly 
‘Stating that this body would not 
enter any new grouping which 
would in any way interfere with 
its complete independence nor join 
in consultations which differen- 
tiated between the various Jewish 
bodies. This rather cryptic utter- 
ance would seem to imply that 
some kind of tentative 
approach has been made § for 
Agudist co-operation. The right 
course would have been for definite 
invitations to be issued to all 
appropriate bodies, so that these 
invitations. might then either be 
accepted or refused in a straight- 
forward manner. 

As for those organisations which 
‘are mentioned as having been 
invited, it is far from clear on 
what basis they were chosen, It 
would seem that the obvious choice 
for the first invitations is those Jewish 
organisations having consultative 
Status with the United Nations. 
These are the following five bodies: 
the Agudas Israe] World Organisa- 
tion; the Co-ordinating Board of 
Jewish Organisations (comprising 
the British Board of Deputies, the 
South African: Board of Deputies. 
and the B'nai B'rith); the Consulta- 
tive Cdtacil of Jewish Organisations 
(comprising the American Jewish 
Committee, the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, and the Alliance Israélite 
Universelle); the World Jewish Con- 
. gress; the World Union for Progres- 
sive Judaism. It would be desirable 
to know which of these bodies 
received an invitation, and what in 
each imstance was the response. As 
far as is known; only two of the 
U.N. consultative organisations 


affect

were selected: the World Jewish 
Cpngress and the three bodies 
which comprise the Co-ordinating 
Board. Of the three bodies com- 
prising the Consultative Council, 
only the Alliance has been ‘chosen, 
while the American Jewish Com; 
mittee and. the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation appear to have been 
excluded. On the other hand, 
invitations were sent to two bodies 
not affiliated to any of the five 
orgarisations : Crif and the 
American-Jewish Labour Commut- 
tee. Moreover, it would appear 
that the World Union for Progres- 
sive Judaism has been completely 
overlooked. 


While, therefore, it is decidedly 
to the good that proposals—how- 
ever tentative—are being actively 
considered for international co- 
operation and consultation regard- 
ing Jewish world affairs, much 
more thought will have to be given 
to practical realities if they are to 
prove effective. 


ISRAEL’S RIGHTS 


THERE canbe no doubt of the 
wide measure of support which the 
Israeli Government will receive 
from Jews throughout the worid 
for the stand which they are taking 
on the subject of the Gaza Strip 
and freedom of navigation in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. So far as this 
country is concerned, this’ was 
amply demonstrated by the unani- 
mous support given to the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Board of 
Deptities on Sunday. It is clear, 
however, that there is today among 
the general public a wide apprecia- 


tion of, and sympathy for, Israel's 
position, and it is not without 
significance that the “ECONOMIST, 


which hitherto has shown a con- 
sistent bias in favour of the Arab 
case, should this week have come 
out strongly against an Egyptian 
reoccupation of the Gaza Strip and 
the mouth of the Gulf of Agaba 
(meaning, apparently, the Island of 


Tiran as well as the coastal position: 


at Shram El Sheikh). The tempo 
of public opinion is changing, and 
there is a mood of disillusion with 
the policy which has been based 
on securing Arab friendship at 
almost any price. 


The problem of maintaining 
‘Tsrael’s security goes beyond the 
local question of Israeli-Arab rela- 
tions. This has now become a 
matter of great importance for the 
Western world as a whole. The 
closing of the Suez Canal and the 


‘sabotage of the Syrian pipelines 


has thrown imto high relief the 


dependence of Western Europe on 


the changing moods of the Arabs. 
There temains now: only one span 
in the land bridge between the 
Mediterranean and the East which 
is not in Arab hands. . Fhat is the 
area between the Israeli coast and 
the northern end of the Gulf of 
Properly exploited, this 
area. could carry by pipeline all the 
oil supplies which at present pass 
through Suez, and, with tranship- 
ment, other goods, too, could utilise 


this . bridge. Mr. Dulles, now 
violently reversing the policy 
pursued at the time of the 


Anglo-French intervention in Suez, 
when the U.S.A. was aligned 
with the U.S.S.R., has stated that 
unless the United States acts 
swiftly it is his belief that the 
Middle East will be lost and this 
“will be the greatest victory that 
the Soviet Communists could ever 
have gained, because, if they could 
get this area, they, in effect, have 
gotten Western Europe without a 


war.” Practically all the other 
bastions are down, and if Mr. 
Dulles means what he says it is 


difficult to see howagthe United 
States can avoid placing the defence 
of Israel against Arab incursions 
at the top of her list of Middle 
East priorities. Nevertheless, there 
is little present indication that 
the United States or the 
Unffed Nations have realised the 
danger of the policy which they are 
pursuing in forcing the Israelis to 
abandon more and more of the 


important strategic areas which 
they have occupied; and at the 
same time in failing to apply 


any pressure on Egypt also to con- 
form to United Nations resolutions. 


There is at present no. clear 
indication that the Western Powers 
have worked out any plan for safe- 
guarding Israel's minimum require- 
ments. Suggestions have been put 
forwaré for internationalising the 
Gaza Strip and for ensuring inter- 
national control of navigation in 
the Gulf of Aqaba. But no-one is 


clear how these schemes would 


cally 
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work. They may be discussed by 
the United Nations af the end of this 
week, but if they are they are likely 
to run into opposition from the 
Soviet as well as the Afro-Asian 
blocs. There is not much time to 
lose. In the present circumstances 
it is the United States, above all, 
which has got to recognise her 


immense responsibilities in this 
matter. The Administration must 
ask itself how far Israel can be 


pushed before she finally stands 
firm and defies even the strongest 
possible combination of forces. If 
she is driven into a corner it will 
be no use Mr. Dulles complaining 
cet animal est trés méchant ; quand 
on l'attaque il se défend! The 
result might be chaotic, producing 
just that situation which the Amert- 
cans and the West are anxious to 
avoid. 


FRIENDLY SOCIETIES 

As is evidenced by recent issues 
of the “Jewish Year Book” and 
other authoritative sources, the 
Jewish Friendly Society Movement 
has: of late been steadily declining 
from vits former influential position 
in our communal life. Its work 
included the distribution of sickness 
and death benefits, grants. for 
funerals and tombstones, 
allowances for shiva and festival 
expenses. Thus, in the Friendly 
Societies Act of 1896, special pro- 
vision was made for such specifi- 
Jewish needs. Today, how- 
we live in an entirely different 
and economic climate, and 
the establishment of the Welfare 
State has created’ further funda- 
mental changes. Yet it would be a 
tremendous pity if the work of this 
great movement, with its long and 
fine traditions, were now gradually 
to. disintegrate. It was therefore 
an excellent idea on the part of 
the United Jewish Friendly Society 
to appoint a Reconstruction Com- 
mittee to consider the movement's 
future evolution. The report and 
recommendations of. this commit- 
tee, which were summarised in our 
last. week's issue, contain many 
fruitful suggestions. Proposals are 
now advanced for new and 
modernised benefit schemes. Addi- 
tional to current convalescence and 
benevolence benefits, it is suggested 
that these should cover extended 
sickness benefits, endowments of 
various types, including those for 
children, education, marriage, and 
pensions. These plans have still to 
be worked out and discussed in 
detail, but they would seem to 
deserve careful study. 


KFAR KASSEM TRAGEDY 


WHat has justifiably been des- 
cribed by Mr. Ben-Gurion as a 
terrible tragedy occurred on the eve- 
ning of October 29 at the opening of 
the Sinai campaign. At the village of 
Kfar Kassem, east of Petah Tiqva 
and close to the Jordan border, 
some 48 Arab inhabitants—men, 
women, and children—were killed 
by an Israeli border patrol. Accord- 
ing to a statement made by the 
Israeli Prime Minister the 
Knesset, it appears that the victims 
were innocent Arab villagers who 
were completely unaware that the 
campaign had started or a curfew 
had been imposed. After receiving 
the report of a committee of 
inquiry, Mr. Ben-Gurion announced 
in the Knesset—which stood in 
silent tribute to the victims—that 
compensation would be paid to the 
relatives of those killed. However, 
no amount of money, he stated, 
could possibly compensate for the 
loss of human life. He expressed 
profound concern for an action 
which, as he truly said, struck a 
blow at the most sacred foundations 
of human morality drawn from 
Israel's Torah. He stressed that 
not only had there to be one law 
for the citizen and the stranger in 
their midst, but the stranger must 
be treated with love. The Arabs. 
indeed, were not strangers but 
citizens with fundamental equal 
rights, and the lives of all men 
were sacred. All those principles, 
said the Prime Minister, had been 
flagrantly violated in this terrible 
case. Not.even yet, however, have 
all the details of this shocking 
incident been disclosed. The 
Israelis alleged to be responsible 
for this massacre are rightly being 
brought to trial, and it is earnestly 
to be hoped that no plea of 
security considerations will be 
allowed to justify the holding of 
this trial behind closed doors. The 
way in which the Government 
handles this distressing problem will 
be watched with critical eyes by 
Israel's and foes throughout

part”? Surely that body has had 
enough of.other sorts of contests. 

Mr. Finklestone also has an inadequate 
understanding of. British character if he 
thinks it “fas been moulded not so 
much in the classrooms as on the playing 
fields.” In any case, many of us. in 
youth club work would certainly regard 
sport as inadequate in moulding the 
characters of our members. It has its 
place, but only alongside other activities, 
and not nearly as important as more 
subtle and difficult. methods which con- 
cern morals, human relations, the 
development of personality, etc... in 
which all. activities play their part. 

I cannot agree with him that sport is 
neglected; certainly not in the A.J.Y.., 
where competitions im. athletics, swim- 
ming. football, cricket, tennis, cross- 
country running, road running, eic., are 
contested by ever increasing numbers. 

Nor do I accept his rather exaggerated 
condemnation of the Jewish community 


for paying “ too hitle attention to Jewish 
youth clubs.” By comparison with the 
general community, Angio-Jewry docs a 
magnificent job, far Superior to any other 
Sectarian group. In the AJ.Y. there are 
some ISO groups—clubs for; al ages, 
including such specialised bodies as the 
scouts, J.L.B., and: synagogue organisa- 
tions. There are many. other Jewish 
clubs outside the AJ.Y.. especially those 
concerned with sport. This is not a bad 
record; it means that a large number of 
adults must be involved to help organise 
these activities and large sums of moncy 
collected to finance them. Of courec, 
as with everything, certain people do a 
lot of work and others do little. But as 
an effort representing the inierest and 
sympathy Angio-Jewry it is  out- 
standing. 

That does not mean that more should 
not be done. Youth clubs urgenily need 
active participation by young adulis, as 
well as the support of the Jewish com- 
munity in general. In particular there 
should be greater support for the Asso- 
ciation for Jewish Youth, which does 
outstanding work Mere the A.J.Y. 
cannot escape blame for not keeping the 
community informed of its work and not 
having the machinery for eliciting greater 
financial support. This also applies to 
the Tercentenary Appeal, to which Mr. 
Finklestone cefers. We al! know that it 
has not gone well, but according to the 
Joint Chairmen of the  Tercentenary 
Council that is largely due to the failings 
of their own colleagues. 

No, Anglo-Jewry, represented by many 
of its finest members, fine 
job in youth work. -And if- properly 
approached many others will be equally 
forthcoming both in. personal service: and 
in financial support.

HE Xueta (pronounced 
shwetta) community, who 
occupy a couple of streets in 
the centre of Palma, the capital of 
Majorca, and monopolise the gold- 
gmith and silversmith trades, are of 
unmixed Jewish stock, but strict 
Catholics. Jews are said to have 
first come to Majorca during the 
reign of the Emperor Claudius— 
perhaps in the year 49 C.e., when, 
as Suetonius records, those settled 
at Rome were expelled because of 
4 disorderly Messianic uprising. 
Palestinian Jews joined them after 
Titus’s destruction of the Temple ; 
and others again “with some of 
‘heir most celebrated rabbis,” when 
the Emperor Hadrian built his 
temple to Aelian Jove on Mount 
Zion. 

Majorca, the largest island in the 
Western Mediterranean, lies midway 


x. 


Young Marrano couple of the Balearic 
Islands in traditional dress 


hetween France and North Africa, 


and well on the route between 
Barcelona and Italy, It was then 
inhabited .by the native Iberians 


(famous aS slingers), a few Greek 
settlers. and four colonies of Roman 
veterans. The Jews soon took over 
trade and industry. They are said to 
have been the dominant class in 
418 c.e., when the Visigoths secured 
the sland; and do not seem to have 
fared too badly on the subsequent 
arrival of Genseric’s Vandals, or of 
Belisarius’s Byzantines a century 
later. 
Nevertheless, Christians were not 
dependable. Since, in times of famine 
or other distress, they had a habit ol 
making Jews =the “Scapegoats, the 
~Majorcan community are hkely to 
have shed few tears when the Mosiem 
Moors drove out the Byzantines in 


720. Mohammed had. at least, 
ordained that religious toleration 
should be extended to. all non-

Flourishing Synagogues 


There were three flourishing Palma 
Synagogues during the Moorish occu- 
pation, and doubtless others elsewhere 
in the island. The Moors improved 
agriculture, terracing. the mountain- 
sides for olives, and building irriga- 
tion canals ; the Jews improved trade. 
Majorca became very rich. 

On December 31, 1229, King 
James of. Aragon’s. knights’ captured 
Palma, and, with the help of a few 
powerful Moorish collaborators, 
whom he allowed to keep their lands, 
soon secured the whole of the island. 
Though in the excitement of con- 
quest his priests seized the largest of 
the three synagogues for reconsecra- 
hon as a Catholic church, James was 
sensible enough to let the Jewish con- 
gregation have it back again, on a 
Promise of peaceful co-operation. 
These Jews had taken no part in 
the fighting, being forbidden by the 
Moors to carry armis. Because the 
Surviving Moors were lax Moslems, 
aS their cultivation of the vine and 
their readiness to help King James 
Suggests. Islam soon withered away 
when they began to intermarry with 
James's more numerous, if equally 
lax. Christians. 

The Jews, however. continued their 
Strict. observance of the Law, and 
felt’ no temptation to do otherwise. 
their closest trade contacts being with 
other Jews in Morocco, Haly, Egypt. 


_ Asia Minor, and Flanders, who would 


not extend equal credit to renegades. 
The Cavellers; or Aragonese nobility, 
had taken over -the rich Majorcan 
farmlands. and left the Jews to carry 
on as before, until their merchant 
fleet became the most powerful in the 


Western Meditérranean. At one 


time it emploved thirty thousand 
Sailors and shipwrights, The language 
of the island was now a form of 
Provencal French, called Mallorquin, 
which is still the vernacular. .- 

By the beginning of the fourteenth 
century Spain still had no Inquisition. 
the Moslem and Jewish religions being 
both officially recognised in the 
Northern provinces: but the Popes 
had begun sending Dominican friars 
there to direct the persecutions. The 
first sign of trouble for the Majorcan 
Jews was an incident in 1344, under 
King Sancho. Two German Chris- 


tians, almost certainly agents pro- 
vocateurs, came to Catalonia and 
pleaded to be received into the

However. - 
the Germans persisted. renounced 
Christianity, and became Jews. 


“ Perverting Christian Souls ” 


The Bishop of Villa. Nova then 
brought a civil action against the 
Majorcan synagogues, which he 
haturally won; and the fine for this 
perversion Ol two Christian souls was 
hiteen thousand pounds’ weight of 
gold. Five thousand went to the King 
of Aragon, five thousand to the 
Bishop, and five thousand to yards the 
conversion of the largest Palma syna- 
gogue into a Christian church, hence- 
forth called Santa Fé (the Holy Faith) 
de la Calatrava. It is recorded that 
a Jewry of three hundred houses lay 
between the present Calle da la Cala- 
trava and the Calle de Call. 

Next, the Church persuaded the 
Royal Governor that the existence of 
the remaining Synagogues was a dis- 
grace to. a Christian island and that. 
as he hoped for salvation, he must 
suppress them. So the larger syna- 
gogue became the Church of Monte- 
si0n (Mount Zion); and the smaller. 
that of San Bartolomé—alt one time 
a nunnery, now-a-timber store. Yet 
practical common sense kept the Royal 
Governor from killing the goose ‘that 
laid the golden eggs: the Jews were 
grven leave to continue their devo- 
tions in-a near-by building called the 
Tower of. Love——which is. still com- 
memorated in a Palma street name. 
The Papal propagandists grew bolder. 
and at last staged one of their familiar 
atrocity dramas. Here is the official 
account of the early eighteenth- 
century historian Dameto. 

“In the year 1435, in the Passion 
Week, the Jews committed the most 
atrocious. Action can be imagined . 
they took a Moor, one of their own 
Slaves, and giving him’ the name of 
Jesus Christ, they, began to represent 
in him, on the same Days of the 
Passion Week, what our Saviour had 
suffered for all Men ; this Moor they 
curs d, whippd. and placd him upon 
a Cross, Crucifying a second time our 
Redeemer. in the Person of © this 
Wretch This was a piece of the 
most execrable Impiety that, could be 
invented by these Inhumane Monsters. 
But God Almighty, who in His infinite 


Mercy often brings Good from Evil, 
and from the Disgrace of Men Glory 
to Himself, willing to bring back these 
Jews to the Vineyards of their 
Fathers, made this Act of Impiety of 
use to convert them to the Christian 
Faith. 

“ Yet the Bishop hearing of this 
Action, ordered the two Jews who 
were the chief Authors of this Vil- 
lany to be taken into Custody, and 
also the Moorish Slave whom, tho 
they had put upon the Cross, they 
had not killed. The Governors 
Lieutenant demanded of the Bishop 
these Prisoners, because they belonged 
to his Jurisdiction; and they were 
accordingly carried to the King's 
Prison. 

“The People thinking that. the 
Governor delayed the Punishment of 
these Wretches, began to murmur and 
use very bitter Reflections against him. 
which was not a little encouraged by 
the Preachers from their Pulpits. The 
Governor to prevent any -bad Acci- 
dent. called a Council. and had one 
of the Criminals put to Torture before 
them. He confessed the Crime, and 
accused his Accomplices: of whom 
sixteen had already been seized and 
put in Prison. In the Space of five 
Davs. the Process was ended. by 
which the four Principal Actors, viz.. 
the Rabhies Struch, Sibili, Farrig, and 
Stellator were condemned to be 
burnt: with this Clause, that their 
Sentence should be changed to hang- 
ing in case they. would turn Christians 
and be baptized. The Sentence being 
published, the Governor sent two 
Contessors to take care of the Salva- 
tion of their Souls: by whose means 
God was pleased to convert these 
Jews. They were baptizd, and had 
Christian names given them. 


Two Hundred Baptisms 


“The Example of these four, who 
were the wisest of their Rehgion, had 
such an influence over the Rest, that 
in two Days time there were above 
two hundred Baptized in the Great 
Church. The Prisoners also met with 
the same Mercy ; for, the Governor 
having ordered to bring the Criminals 
to Punishment, the Vicar-General 
desired him to stay till they were 
baptized, and had received the Holy 
Sacrament ; which they did with great 
Devotion. The Mob, whose temper 
is always variable and discontented, 
now began to have Compassion on 
these Wretches, and begged for their 
Pardon. There were also three of 
the converted Jewesses, who came 
with their. Children in their Arms, 
accompanied -with some Ladies of the 
Place, who fell down theis 
Knees before the Bishop and Gover- 
nor. and in Tears implord Mercy. 
The Governor remained undetermined 
till the, Bishop, Magistrates, Canons, 
Nobles. and Priors of the Convents 
intreated on their behalf, upon 
Account of so extraordinary a Con- 
version of .the Jews. Upon this he 
called. a Council, who - unanimously 
voted their Pardon, which, with their 
Liberty, was accordingly given them ; 
and they afterwards went in Proces- 
sion to the Great Church, where a 
Te. Deum was sung with great 
Devotion and Solemnity.” 

Nevertheless, it is probable that the 
rabbis who had “ bowed in the House 
of Rimmon™ continued to practise 
Judaism at home behind closed doors.

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ISRAELI] EMIGRATION

HE public in Israel is very 
worried about the number of 
residents who leave Israel 
each year and who do not return. 
That anyone should want to leave 
Isracl runs quite contrary to 
Zionist philosophy, which regards 
Israel as a permanent haven for all 
Jews who land there. In the eyes 
of the extremists, leaving Israel is 
little short of treason. Personally 
I do not regard this reverse move- 
ment with alarm. It seems to me 
quite a normal development. 
What, first of all; are the facts ? 
Here are the figures of Jewish immi- 


gration into Israel and emigration 
from Israel.

These figures indicate that the peak 


years of emigration coincided with 
the slump that set in after 1951. This 
is understandable: when there is a 


slump there is unemployment and the 
marginal immigrants go home again. 
That explanation, however, is Satis- 
factory only as far as concerns Jewish 
immigrants from countries of a high 
Standard of living who are readmitted 
without question—-for example, Great 
Britain. the United States, South 
America, or South: Africa. But it 4s 
inadequate as an explanation of the 
motives of -those who go back to 
hostile countries, such as Germany 
{about 100 in 1955) and North Africa 
(ditto), or most inexplicable of all, 
behind the Iron Curtain (about 120). 


Puzzling Situation 


Either our information about anti- 
semitism in these countries has been 
grossly exaggerated by Zionist propa- 
gandists or we have grossly under- 
estimated the difficulties experienced 
in tsracl. And how can we explain 
emigration from Israel in times of 
boom, when unemployment is nof a 
factor? If work could be found for 
the 37.500 Jews who came to Isracl 
in 1955. why should 6400 Jews have 
had to leave ? When we analyse the 
figures further, the situation is even 
more puzzling. It is not only recent 
immigrants who leave again, but also 
immigrants who. have been in Israel 
for years, sometimes those who came 
before the Second World War -(450 
in 1955). What really shocks Israeli 
opinion is that quite a few of the 
emigrants are even Israch-born (650 
in 1955), 

These figures of emigrants going to 
different: countries and of different 
lengths of residence in Israel are only 
for those. who declare, on leaving 
Is:ael, that they are not coming back, 
But not all emigrants declare them- 
scives as such on departure. Some are 


KHRUSCHEV AND THE JEWS 


By JOEL. CANG 


HEN he was a young man 
earning a meagre living 
as a turners mate at 
Mariupol, a small port in_ the 
Ukraine with a mixed population 
of. Jews, Greeks, and Ukrainians, 
Nikita Khruschev used to act as a 
“Shabbos Goy.” He was then 
boarding with the family of a 
Jewish cobbler and used to light the 
fire for them on a Saturday morn- 
ing. In return he was treated to 
gefiillte fish prepared by his land- 
lady, Chana Yankyelyevitch. He 
became. very friendly with — the 
family and even learned to speak 
Widdish. 
These interesting glimpses into the 
early life of the First Secretary of the 
Russian Communist Party are given 
in what must be the first biography 
of him published in this country.* The 
author. Victor Alexandrov, who was 
born in St. Petersburg (now Leningrad) 
and is now living in the United States, 
has collected many interesting detai's 
about Khruschev's early life, tracing 
his rise to power from humble begin- 
nings as the son of a blacksmith of 
Cossack origin to becoming probably 
the most powerful man in the Soviet 
Union. 
Khruschev's association with Jews 
was not limited to lighting the stove 
in a friendly Jewish home on the 


Sabbath and relishing tasty Jewish 


dishes. We learn from _ this 
intriguing portrait of some 170 pages 
that in 1913 he took part in a fight 
with antisemites which prevented the 
outbreak of a pogrom in Mariupol.

on the Jews. A local school-teacher 
organised a_ self-defence squad, in 
which Khruschev enlisted, which 
managed to disperse the mob before 
the pogrom could be organised. . 

During the fight Khruschev was 
badly knocked about and returned 
home to his Jewish lodging with ™ his

waiting, anxiously for 
news of him, “ wondering whether 
their boarder was a member of the 
Black Hundred.” His. story imme- 
diately dispelled their fears, and Mrs. 
Yankvelyevitch set about bathing his

wounds. The family naturally grew 
even more fond of Khruschev. and 
the Jewish cobbler said: “He is all 


right, he will never do us any harm.” 

More than forty years have gone 
by since this dramatic episode, forty 
vears which have brought him to the 
summit of power. In that time 
Russian Jewry bas passed through 
many vicissitudes, as has Russia itself. 
Today Khruschev has no longer the 
fate of a small Jewish family in his 
hands but that of the 3,000,000 Jews 
of the U.S.S.R. ° 

And certainly his attitude is not the 
same, It is doubtful whether he ever 
finds it politic to employ his ‘know- 
ledge of Yiddish although his rise to 
his present position has been largely 
due to the constant support given him 
by none other than the 
cobbler’s son, Kaganovitch, 

Alexandrov. tracing every stage of 


his career, shows that time and again 
Lazar Kaganovi gave him. the 


necessary pusitforward at the right 
time, and how he took him from the 
Ukraine to Moscow and introduced 
him to Stalin. 


Yet there is no evidence that during 


Stalin’s brutal campaign against Jews 
in the U.S.S.R. he ever uttered a word 
of protest. Neither did he even list 
the crimes against Jewish writers and 


others in his famous speech denounc-. 


ing Stalin at the twentieth congress of 
the Soviet Communist Party. 

It is, of course true that since he 
came to power those Jewish writers 
who survived the Stalin terror—unfor- 
tunately only a very few of them—

afraid that they will be prevenied 
from leaving or insulted if they do so. 
Some are afraid to admit their ulti- 
mate intention even to themselves, 
Others go without making a decision 
and wait to see what will happen. 
Some go for their health, or on busi- 
ness, or on holiday, or to study, or 
to see relatives with no thought of 
staying away permanently, They 
prolong their stay abroad again and 
again until the expiry of the validity 
of their Israeli passport or return 
visa. Only then do they take the 
plunge and declare that they are not 
going back. 

In considering the reasons for this 
poulation loss, one must beware of 


generalisation: 1 two cases are 
exactly the same. Unemployment is 
only one of- the causes: there are 


many others, among them the follow- 
ing: 

(a) A vague desire to get away 
from the strain of pioneering or wait- 
ing for a war, in favour of an easier 
life (similar to the American farmers 
in the Middle West who went to 
California on retirement). Individual 
German restitution payments make 
this possible for Israelis in many 
Cases.

The main fact that emerges from 
all this is that emf¥fation compared 
with immigration since the establish- 
ment of Isracl, is only nine per cent. 
This does not compare unfavourably 
with: the backwash from the United 
States in the heyday of immigration 
before the First World War when 
emigration from the United States 
rose in some years to as high as a 
third of immigration, It is a sweating- 
out process, not unhealthy to the 
body politic of Israel. —

“ Negative” Attitude 


As to Khtruschev’s own aftitude to 
Jews today, the clearest information 
on this tantalising subject was given 
by J. B. Zalzberg, a Jewish member 
Of a Canadian Labour Delegation to 
the USSR. .The.members of this 
delegation had .a two-hour con- 
lerence with Mr. Khruschev in the 
summer of last’ year, and Zalzberg 
point to question him 
closely on his attitude to Jews. Che 
conclusion he came to as a result of 
the answers he received from the 
First. Party Secretary was- that his 
atulude was @. “negative” one. 
Khruschev denied that he is an anti- 
semite, In fact, he. said that his 
daughter-in-law is Jewish and that 
there aré many Jews occupying senior 
positions in the Soviet administration. 
But he was firm-in his. refusal to per- 
mit the re-establishment of Jewish 
schools. He was, he declared. in full 
agreement with Stalin that the Crimea, 
which before ‘the war had many 
Jewish settlements, should not be 
allowed again to become a Jewish 
centre. Asked to state his reasons, 
Khruschev. is reported to have 
replied that in the-event of another 
war agamst the U.S.S.R. the Crimean 
area would be turned into a battle- 
front, a rather lame answer which 
might be interpreted ‘to mean that he 


did not consider the Jews a reliable 
clement. 


Jewish “ Separatism ” 


In the course of. the discussion, 
Khruschev, according to the Jewish 
journalist's report published in the 
Yiddish Communist organ MORNING 
FREIHEIT, of New York, repeated the 
old accusation that Jews tend towards 
separatism” and wherever a Jew 
Scitles he immediately forms a syna- 
gogue.”

In his biography of the Soviet.

Yaacov Meridor has been a fighter 
all his life.

The main raison détre of Anglo- 
Jewish poetry is to add a unique kind 
of truth and awareness to those 
truths that are already known.

ESCAPE STORY 


Long Is The Road To Freedom. By 
Yaacov Meripor. Johannesburg: 
Newzo Press, London: Jacoh Sarna. 
27s. 6d.

Ya’acov Meridor has been a fighter 
all his life. As a Betaf youth leader 
he entered Palestine “ illegally " from 
Poland in 1932 and immediately joined 
Hagana and later the Irgun Zvai 
Leumi. His military exploits during 
the period of the Arab riots attracted 
the attention of the British authorities 
and, m 1941, General Wavell, then 
G.OC. British Forces Middle East, 
selected David Raziel, the Irgun’s first 
commander. and Meridor for a 
Sabotage mission in Iraq. 

Raziel did not return, and Meridor 
assumed the leadership of the Irgun 
until Menachem Beigin reached Pales.- 
tine im 1943. Two vears later, with 
Palestine in ferment. Meridor was 
arrested by the Mandatory authorities 
and whisked off to Africa. Early in 
1948 he escaped, returning to Israel 
on the first dav of the State's existence 
to take part in the fieht against the 
invading Arab armies. 


African Exploits 


This book,¥the English translation 
of a Hebrew best-seller. tells the stor, 
of Meridor’s African exploits. and his 
repeated attempts to escape from 
captivity. -lt-is an absorbing escape 
story, despite the -fact that the flam-

Living Interpretations 


There jis a triple act in all creative 


art: the spirrtual, the intellectual, 
and the physical. The artist must first 
identify himself with his subject so 


that he lives inside HU: then he must 
compose his image: then the hand 
must. with the strictest discipiine, 
follow the dictates of the mind. 
Herman's seli-identification with the 
worker—-whether miner, peasant, or 
fisherman. it makes no odds-—1is 
complete. In the required sense these 
chunky figures are himsell, The 
problem of drawing them as a symbol 
of labour without depriving them of 
their humanity has long exercised 
him. and his technical advance in the 
use of tine and of wash .can. be 
studied in this book. ‘You. can see 
how he gradually makes wash serve 
the double purpose of form and 
lighting. You can see how his line 
expresses more and more with less 
and ‘less. 

The first pictures of Josef Herman's 
that I saw were in an expressionist 
exhibition. A few months later | 
saw some in an exhibition of: realists. 
Similarly I have heard him called both 
a classicist and a romantic. He is all 
these things. Yet he is the least 
eclectic of artists and the most con- 
sistent in his steady unswerving 
progress. .Only a really big artist can 
include all these qualities in his -work 
and so discipline them that there is 
neither straining at the leash nor 
sagging at the knees. Herman has 
that bigness. 

Basil Taylor has. written an under- 
standing introduction to this book, 
and the drawings include two from 
visit to Israel in. 1952-—a 
Yemenite land girl, and one of his 
rare figureless landscapes, the Judean 
hills outside Jerusalem.

UNIQUE KIND OF 
TRUTH 


Anglo-Jewish Poetry’s 
Role 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The main raison détre of Anglo- 
Jewish poetry is to add a unique kind 
of truth and awareness to those 
truths that are already known. The 
Jewish poet expresses in his work 
not only his Jewishness, but also, at 
the same time, his concern for ail 
mankind. 


This was said by Mr. Jon Silkin when 
he delivered his Presidential address. on 
the subject of “ Contemporary Anglo- 
Jewish Poetry, to the Ben Uri Literary 
Circle, at 14 Portman Street, W.1. on 
Sunday. He deal with the work of five

THE HEAVENLY GIFT 


By AUNTIE 


HOUGH the people of Israel had 

been told about God they did 

not fully understand what it 
meant to be faithful to Him. Until 
the departure from Egypt the 
Covenant between God and the 
Patriarchs had been a spoken promise, 
but now the Almighty saw that a 
written law would have to be given 
and witnessed. 

And 80 it was that the Torah was 
given on Mount Sinai and the people, 
in their abounding faith, made a 
promise, “We will hearken and we 
will obey,” even before they grasped 
the full import of what was to be 
asked of them. These commandments 
have not only been accepted by us, the 
children of Israel, but through us they 
have spread far and wide over the 
whole world, and have influenced the 
religious beliefs of all nations. 

The giving of the Ten Command- 
ments on Mount Sinai makes one of 
the most impressive narratives in the 
Bible. It is ovr Sidra for this week. 
and I hope you will follow it and see 
the Divine wisdom of arranging for it 
to take place amid awe-inspiring 
natural surroundings. It left an indel- 
ible impression on the people gathered 
at the foot of the mountain. Those 
who saw the flaming peak and heard 
the proclamation, never forgot.it; and 
(Giod knew that they would transmit it 
to their children as an everlasting 
heritage. And so it has remained. 
We Jews have observed it and passed 
it on to owr children. as well as shar- 
ing it with other nations whose basis 
of life it has become. 

These Ten Commandments are the 
keystone to our religion. In a few 
short sentences we see our duties to 
Crod and to our neighbour. The Com- 
mandments can be divided into two 
sections: the first four teach us our 
duty to God Himself. the last five tells 
of one’s duty towards man, while in 


answer came from the angels, so 
Moses was encouraged to continue 
addressing God, “You ask us to 
“remember the Sabbath day to keep 
it holy.” Then he asked the angels : 
“Do you perform earthly work that 
you should require a day of rest? 
Have you a father or mother that it 
is necessary to remind you to honour 
them? Have you evil passions that 
you may be tempted to kill, steal, or 
have wrong desires? Is it possible that 
you would ever bear false witness or 
covet the possessions of another? ” 

[his impassioned speech convinced 
the angels, who responded with praise 
to God and told Moses that he was 
right and it was only fitting that the 
Commandments should be given to 
mankind as a_ heritage They 
exclaimed : “ O Lord. how excellent is 
Thy name in all the earth.” 

Moses continued to Stay in Heaven 
for forty days to learn the Torah from 
Gods own mouth. All the angels 


, became his friends. and when he left 


cach one gave him a present to take 
back with him. 

Later. Moses was able to speak fo 
the people and explain that the Com- 
mandments are to govern and guide us, 
and that it is God who has taught us 
to fuhil our datly duties to worship 
Him, to honour our parents, and to 
respect the life and property and the 
good name of our neighbours.

BANKS ON ECONOMIC 
SITUATION 


The 1957 Bank” Chairmen’s speeches 
are notable for two features. The first is 
that high Bank Rate has brought higher 
earnings. The second is the considered 
opinion of the banking world on the pre- 
sent economic situation.

CRAMOPHONE NOTES 


BRAHMS AND THE 
ORGAN 


Reviewed by H. C. STEVENS 


Brahms's early preoccupation with 
the techniques of orchestral com- 
position led him to make an extensive 
study of contrapuntal writing. and 
especially of Bach's works, in_ his 
twenties he wrote several preludes 
and fugues for the organ, the instru- 
ment which is the supreme vehicle of 
contrapuntal expression. 

Argo have put out recordings of these 


carly preludes and fugues, in A and G 
minor, and the Fugue in A flat minor 
(RG 72); also the eleven choral 
preludes which were his last composi- 
hon, and the early choral prelude 
and fugue, “O Traurigkct (RG 71). 
The lave works are particularly inicrest- 


ing for thew similarity in mood to the 
“Four Last Songs.” and although the 
carher works are comparatively exercise 
picces, “QO Traurigket”” is more 
cxiended and emotionally powerful work. 

RG 72 has, on the reverse, Julius 
Reubke's Organ Sonata on Psalm 94. 
A more sinking contrast to ihe coupled 
Brahms’s pleces could hardly have been 


made: Reubke, a nid-ninetcenth century 
composer, exploited all the powcrs of 
the organ in a work which has hardly 
been surpassed for grandeur and cxalta- 
lion. The Festival Hall organ, played

OUR NUMEROUS PROBLEMS 


By ALLAN BARRY. SIMONS* - 


HE problems of the Jewish 

community throughout the 

world are so numerous and 
varied that it is possible here to 
touch on only a few which con- 
front our péople in the United 
Kingdom 


First, let us consider frankly the 
position of the average British Jew in 
relation to his religion. Unhappily 
we find that he possesses little if any 
knowledge of the Classical Hebrew in 
which he prays. Of course the 
average Jew will console himself with 
the fact that an English translation ts 
always at his elbow if he wishes: to 
use it, but the important word is ~ if.” 
Let us assume. however, that he ts 
zealous enough to read it (as some of 
us are). How accurately does it give 
him an appreciation of the beauty, 
style, and spirit of the original 
Hebrew? Above all, does it really 
give him a genuine understanding of 
the Spiritual message which the 
Hebrew was intended to convey’ After 
all, translators. are only human but 
their material here is Divine. 

What, then. is the answer to this pro- 
blem’?’ Reform synagogues renounc- 
ing the Classical Hebrew satisfy the 
language difficulties of many. Unfor- 
tunately they suffer from the defects 
already stated with regard to transla- 
tion, with the additional defect that 
with this reform the essential histort- 
cal character of the Jewish religion is 
changing. 


Need For Teachers 


We must face up to this problem 
and improve our Hebrew education by 
providing better and more qualified 
teachers for .children’s Hebrew classes. 
Jewish periodicals should run series 
of. articles teaching the Hebrew 
language from its most elementary 
principles. Jewish clubs should cater 
for this aspect by obtaihing co-opera- 
tive and suitably qualified rabbis to 
deliver frequent informal lectures in a 
refreshing, novel, entertaining 
manner, 

Of course, language difficulties. are 
not the sum of this problem. Of equal 
importance are such matters as culti- 
vating an the average Jew a desire to 
preserve and appreciate our Jewish 
customs, rituals, history, literature, 
and music--to mention only a few. 
After all, all peoples have characteris-

tics peculiar to themselves. Why. 
therefore, should we allow ours to be 
submerged under the influence of 
others? 

Another problem is that of the 

apparent unwillingness of Jewish 
ministers generally to deliver sermons 
on Biblical controversies. This applics 
also to other media, including, un. 
happily, our periodicals. How often 
are we given anv guidance, fo: 
example, as to how we are to inter. 
pret the Tower of Babel story ” 
_ Again, the average Jew.is vague on 
the essential differences between 1). 
Sephardi and Ashkenazi branches 0! 
our religion. Many of us would lik. 
to know whether the differences are 
restricted to custom alone or whether 
differences of interpretation arise. 


Rabbis’ Guidance 


A further. question which I conside: 
to be of the utmost importance to ou: 
religion is: What guidance can o1; 
rabbis give us in the attitude which w- 
should take towards other religion,’ 
Are we to assume an attitude of 
healthy criticism towards them, com 
plete indifference. or accept them as 
possessing belicfs on a par with our 
own? The question is delicate. of 
course, but.no more so than most of 
the questions which I have raised here 

It has always been a wonder to me 
that Jews never seek to spread thei: 
religion, as do so many other faiths. I) 
view of our Smalinéss in size and 0! 
our belief that we have somethin: 
worth while to offer the world, | 
wonder if our rabbis could sugges 
any guidance here? 

Our religion possesses a wealth o' 
customs and rituals which are often 
extremely confusing to us, It 1s so of lc 
impossible to distinguish 
superstition and religion. but - |! 
promotion of the latter demands th. 
suppression of the tormer.. Rabbinic. ! 
suggestions here would indeed be 
welcome, 

Our religion naturally opposes exte: 
marriage on the grounds that suc) 
opposition is absolutely necessary to 
preserve our religion. Often, however, 
the intended fiancé(e) declares 4 
genuine desire to bécome a membe:

All these questions may be answered 
by “One must not question ‘the 
Almighty’s will.’ But. although we 
may not question His wall. it is sure!) 
the true function of our rabbis to 
teach us with every. means at their div 
posal to interpret it. 


ZIONIST SCHOOLS CONTROVERSY 


“Slanders” Must be Answered

Despite the “slanders and libels” 
to which they had been subjected, it 
was not true that the Zionist Federation 
would introduce a non-Jewish eleinent 
into their schools, stated Rabb: B. 
Lapian, speaking at a m'‘lava malka 
held by the Synagogue Council of the 
Zionist Federation and the. Hon. 


_ Officers of the Ohel Shem Synagogue, 


at the Synagogue, Chamberlayne Road. 
N.W.10. last Saturday. 


An addrfess was also given by Mr. 
Woolf Perry, a London Vice-President 
of the Zionist Federation, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Synagogue Council, and 
a Jomt Hon. Secretary of the London 
Board of Jewish. Religious Education. 
The Rev; J. Kacenelenbogen sang 4 
number of traditional and modern 
Hebrew songs. Mr. A, Mann presided. 

Rabbi Lapian stressed that his only 
party was Am Israel and Torat Isracl. 
He emphasised the need for Jewish 
education and said that he wondered why 
the Zionist Federation had waited so long 
to realise~that the greatest drive for 
Zionism could come through Jewish day 
schools. He added that he would have 


~ been happy if, for example, the Mizrachi 


Organisation had jomed in the scheme. 


Shortage of Teachers 


He was convinced, said Rabbi Lapian. 
that the Zionist Federation meant what 
they said about Jewish education and that 
despite slanders and libels to which they 
had been subjected, the Federation would 
not mtroduce a non-Jewish element into 
their schools. He was sure that there 


could be no Zionist in this country who . 


would want to transplant the  non- 
religious element of the Fast European 
Tarbut system into Anglo-Jewry. 

A learned laity in the Diaspora was 
essential for the survival of world Jewry. 
said Rabbi Lapian. It was vital that a 


- Kulturkampf should not be started in 


Britain. Instead of quarrels they should 
build more schools, There was a short- 
age of teachers and the Zionist Pedera- 
tion should establish a training centre for 
teachers. 

Siressing that there were many Ortho- 


dox Jews among the leadership of the 


Zionist Federation, Rabbi Lapian ic 
ferred to the ~ article on Asaleshead

OUR NUMEROUS PROBLEMS 


By ALLAN BARRY SIMONS* - 


HE problems of the Jewish 

community throughout the 

world are so numerous and 
varied that it is possible here to 
touch on only a few which con- 
front our people in the United 
Kingdom. 

First, let us consider frankly the 
position of the average British Jew in 
relation to his religion. Unhappily 
we find that he possesses little if any 
knowledge of the Classical Hebrew in 
which he prays. Of course the 
average Jew will console himself with 
the fact that an English translation is 
always at his elbow if he wishes to 
use it, but the important word is “ if.” 
Let us assume, however, that he is 
zealous enough to read it (as some of 
us are), How accurately does it give 
him an appreciation of the beauty. 
style, and spirit of the original 
Hebrew? Above all, does it really 
give him a genuine understanding of 
the spiritual message which _ the 
Hebrew was intended to convey? After 
all, translators are only human but 
their material here is Divine. 

Whai, then, is the answer to this pro- 
blem? Reform synagogues renounc- 
ing the Classical Hebrew satisfy the 
language difficulties of many. Unfor- 
tunately they suffer from the defects 
already stated with regard to transla- 
tion, with the additional defect that 
with this reform the essential histori- 
cal character of the Jewish religion is 
changing. 


Need For Teachers 


We must face up to this problem 
and improve our Hebrew education by 
providing better and more qualified 
teachers for children’s Hebrew classes. 
Jewish periodicals should run series 
of articles teaching the Hebrew 
language from its most elementary 
principles. Jewish clubs should cater 
for this aspect by obtaining ¢co-opera- 
tive and suitably qualified rabbis to 
deliver frequent informal-lectures in a 
refreshing, novel, and entertaining 
manner. 

Of course, language difficulties are 
not the sum of this problem. Of equal 
are such matters as culti- 

vating in the average Jew a desire to 
preserve and appreciate our Jewish 
customs, rituals, history, literature, 
and music-——-to mention only a few. 
After all, all peoples have characteris-

tics peculiar to themselves. Why, 
therefore, should we allow ours to be 
submerged under the influence of 
others? 

Another problem is that of the 
apparent unwillingness of Jewish 
ministers generally to deliver sermons 
on Biblical controversies. This applics 


also to other media. including, un- 
happily, our periodicals. How often 
are we given any gwdance, for 


example, as to how we are to inter- 
pret the Tower of Babel story ” 
Again, the average Jew is vague on 
the essential differences between the 
Sephardi and Ashkenazi branches of 
our religion. Many of us would like 
to know whether the differences are 
restricted to custom alone or whether 
differences of interpretation arise. 


Rabbis’ Guidance 


A further. question which I consider 
to be of the utmost importance to our 
religion is: What guidance can our 
rabbis give us in the attitude which we 
should take towurds other religions’ 
Are we to assume an attitude of 
healthy criticism towards them, com- 
plete indifference. or accept them as 
possessing belicfs on a par with our 
own? The question is delicate... of 
course, but.no more so than Most of 
the questions which | have raised here. 

It has always been a wonder to me 
that Jews never seek to spread their 
religion, as do so many other faiths. In 
view of our smaliness in size and of 
our belief that we have something 
worth. while to offer the world, |! 
wonder if our rabbis could sugecst 
any guidance here” 

Our religion possesses a wealth of 
customs and rituals which are often 
extremely confusing to us, It +s so often 
impossible to distinguish between 
superstition and religion, bit the 
promotion of the latter demands the 
suppression of the former.

ZIONIST SCHOOLS CONTROVERSY 


* Slanders ” 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Despite the “slanders and libels” 
to which they had been subjected, it 
was not true that the Zionist Federation 
would introduce a non-Jewish element 
into their schools, stated Rabhi B. 
Lapian, speaking at a milava malka 
held by the Synagogue Council of the 
Zionist Federation and. the Hon. 
Officers of the Ohel Shem Synagogue, 
at the Synagogue, Chamberlayne Road, 
N.W.10, last Saturday. 


An address was also given by Mr. 
Woolf Perry, a London Vice-President 
of the Zionist Federation, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Synagogue Council, and 
a Joint Hon. Secretary of the London 
Board of Jewish. Religious Education. 
The Rev. J. Kacenelenbogen sang a 
number of traditional and modern 
Hebrew songs. Mr. A. Mann presided. 

Rabbi Lapian stressed that his only 
arty was Am Israel and Torat Isract. 
le emphasised the need for Jewish 
education and said that he wondered why 
the Zionist Federation had watted so long 
to realise* that the greatest drive for 
Zionism could come through Jewish day 
schools. He added that he would have 
been happy if, for example, the Mizrachi 
Organisation had jomed in the scheme. 


Shortage of Teachers 


He was convinced, said Rabbi Lapian, 
that the Zionist Pederation meant what 
they said about Jewish education and that 
despite slanders and libels to which they 
had been subjected, the Federation would 
not introduce a non-Jewish element into 
their schools. He was sure that there 
could be no Zionist in this country who 
would want to transplant the non- 
religious element of the East European 
Tarbut system into Anglo-Jewry. 

A. learned laity in the Diaspora was 
essential for the survival of world Jewry, 
said.

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HAMMARSKJOELD REPORTS | 


United Nafions Force for Gaza? 


From our U.N. Correspondent

Mr. Dag Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. 
Secretary-General, presenting his re- 
port on Wednesday to the United 
Nations on compliance with U.N, 
withdrawal resolutions, stated that 
while “ the international significance of 
the Gulf of Aqaba may be considered 
to justify the right of innocent passage 
through the Tiran Straits and the Gulf 
in accordance with recognised inter- 
national law.” this question was out- 
Side the mandate established by the 
U.N, resolution of November 4. He 
stressed that Israel must leave Gaza. 

He went on to express the hope that 
the Israel withdrawal would open the 
door for a peaceful settlement of the 
Aqaba problem. He appeared to hint 
that he favoured a prolonged occupation 
by the U.N. Emergency Force of Shram 
E! Sheikh and possibly Gaza. 

Before Mr. Hammarskiocld had sub- 
mitted his report the Afro-Asian group 
of States had decided to submit a 
resolution that Israel should 
withdraw completcly from Egyptian 
territory within five days or — face 
economic and military sanctions. The 
Afro-Asian bloc reviewed its attitude in 
the light of the Hammarskjoeld report 
and decided to submit what is described 
as a “non-controversial resolution, 
which. while sturll demandng a complete 
Isracli withdrawal, does not refer to any 
sanctions. It was at the msistence of 
Japan and some other Asian countries 
that the condemnatory clauses in the 
resolution were omitied. 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s report. which 
had been awaited with considerable tre- 
oo by the Israchis. turned out to 


more favourable than had been 
expected While insisting that Israeli 
forees must withdraw behind the old 


demarcation lines, including. Gaza, Mr. 
Hammarskjoeld’s declaration that the 
U.N. Emergency Force has “a great 
value as a background for resolving” 
pending problems may indicate his desire 
to keep troops. in the disputed areas. 


Isracl's emphasis on the Aqaba 
roblem has seemingly affected Mr. 
ammarskjoeld’s attitude as well as that 
of U.N. delegations. .It is significant 
that -a member of his Middle East 
Advisory Commission, Mr. Francisco 


Urritia. who is the chief Colombian 
delegate to the United Nations, has 
made it 


known rivately that he 
favours a General resolution 
authorising Mr. Hammarskjocld to 
Station troop in the Aqaba and Suez 
areas. 

The U.N. Secretary-General has recog- 
mised that withdrawal by itself does not 
solve anything permanenily, and he calls 
attention the fact that the Assembly 
in passing the resolution on withdrawal 
did not disregard “ all other aims which 
must be achieved in order to create more 
satisfactory conditions than those pre- 
vailing during the period preceding the 
crisis.’ He added that “some of these 
aims were mentioned in the Assembly 
while others were mentioned in previous 
U.N. decisions. All call for urgent 
attention.” 

While most U.N. decisions have gone 
against the Arabs, this view might 
used by them as support for their con- 
tention that Israel must agree to the 
original U.N. partition proposals, the 
internationalisation of Jerusalem, and the 
resolutions on refugees, before peace talks 
can Start. 

The Hammarskjoeld report notes that 
Isracl has agreed to a et withdrawal 
by January 22 with the exception of the 
Shram FE! Sheikh and Gaza areas. Mr. 
Hammarskjocld stated that Isracl was 
prepared to discuss the question of 
Shram El Sheikh but her intentions 
regarding Gaza had not yet been made 
known to him. The U.N. Secretary- 
General made it clear that Israel must 
vacate Gaza. 

Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s sympathy with 
Isracli complaints about border raids by 
Arabs is shown by his call for a general 
observance of the U.N. resolutions and 
the Armistice agreements. He asked 
‘all parties to co-operate with the trucc 
supervisory organisation. He stressed 
that he would seek another promise by 
Egypt and Israel to desist from border 
raids. ‘ 


REFUGEE CAMP 
DISORDERS 


Hungarian Jews 
Attacked

VIENNA 

Police had to be called in to quell 
disturbances at the Hungarian refugee 
camp at Siezenheim, near Salzburg, 
this week, when antisemitic groups at 
the camp attacked 300 Jewish new- 
comers who had criticised the quality 
of the food. 


The mstigators of the attack alleged 
that Jews at the camp were receiving 
preferential treatment and were being 
granted visas to the United States more 
readily than the non-Jewish inmates. 

After strong police detachments had 
managed to restore order, the camp 
authorities decided to provide separate 
accommodation for Jews and non-Jews. 

A committee has been formed by tho 
refugees to bring about tranquillity at 
the camp. 

Jewish organisations are becoming 
increasingly perturbed about the problem 
of dealing with the 10,000 Jewish refugees 
in Austria. More’ are continuing to 
artive every day. 

So far only about 1,200 of the refugees 
have left for. Israel and about 3,000 
others for Diaspora countries. The 
number of immigration permits for the 
U.S.A. 1s exhausted and those for 
Canada are very limited. Only the doors 
to Israel are open, but the refugees are 
showing littl inclination to emigrate 
there. 

Apa"t from the difficulties of providing 
permanent homes and occupations for 
many thousands of newcomers, Austrian 
Jewish institutions are worried that such 
an influx, which would almost double 
the Jewrsh population, might lead to an 
increase im antisemitism. 

A few days ago the police raided a 
café mainly visited by Hungarian. Jews. 
A number of persons were taken away 
for questioning but were later released. 
The police have refused to disclose the 
reasons for this action, but it is generall 
beheved to have been in connection wit 
measures by the authoritres to stamp out 


business transactions being conducted 
with forged dollars.

Economy Measures 
Planned

JERUSALEM 

Rationing may be tightened in 
Isracl, wages frozen or even cut, and 
other austerity measures introduced to 
meet the emergency which might arise 
if the United Nations, with the back- 
ing of the United States, decides to 
impose sanctions on Israel. 

At a mecting of the Mapai Forcign 
Affairs Committee this weck was 
decided to appoint a sub-committee under 
the leadership of the Finance Minister, 
Mr. Levi Eshkol, to draw up proposals 
for making drastic cuts in the country’s 
economy in the event of this threat 
materialising. 

This is proof positive of Israel's deter- 
mination not to relinquish control of 
the Gaza Strip and Shram El Sheikh 
(at the southern tip of the Sinai Penin- 
sula) until the guarantees she secks for 
the cessation of fedayeen raids and free 
passage for her shipping through the Gulf 
of Aqaba are forthcoming. 

If America decides to withdraw 
economic assistance to Isracl-—which is 
given. through the grant-in-aid pro- 

ramme and the provision of surplus 
ood supplies and loans from the Export- 
Import bank—the Israel exchequer would 
be depleted in the next fiscal year by 
$60,000,000, an amount which has already 
been included in the Israch budget. This 
considerable reduc- 
tions in_imports of all kinds as well as 
in consumer goods and capital goods. 
Nevertheless, Isracl is determined to take 
in more immigrants despite all difficulties. 


Commanders To Meet 


A further meeting befween General 
Dayan and Major-General Burns is due 
to. be held late this week or the 
beginning of next to arrange technical 
details Tol the further withdrawal of 
Israchi forces from Sinai, which is 
expected to be completed on Tuesday.

SEVEN INFILTRATORS

Har-Smai, and other officers and men as 
the Israch flag was taken down. 

A quarter of ant hour later a white 
United Nations sation wagon approached 
from the West bringing Major Donald 
Morgan, a Canadian attached to the 
Yugoslav units of the United Nations 
Emergency Forces, to act as haison 
officer with the Israchis. As his vehicie 
came into view Isracli transport began 
to move castwards. General Dayan 
stayed only to greet Major Morgan 
before getting inte his command car to 
join the Israch withdrawal convoy. 

The Yugoslavs arrived a quarter of 
an hour later, and with them were four 
Egyptian police officers, the vanguard 
of 400 who entered the town on Wednes- 
day morning barely 24 hours after the 
Israclis had left. Notification of their 
imminent arrival was conveyed by Major 
Morgan and another U.N. officer, Major 
Svan Rydem, of Sweden, on Monday 
night. The repercussions of ~ this 
announcement were immedtate-—a party 
which the notables of the town had 
arranged for the military governor and 
his staff was cancelied. bviously, no 
inhabitant of the town wished to run 
the risk. of bemg accused of collaborat- 
ing with the tsraclis. 


Wild Accusations 
Even before the troops left anti-Isracli 


elements emerged into the open. Abdul 


Magid ei Asazi, who described himself 
as a member of the municipality and a 
excitedly told correspondents 
that the Israels, during their occupation 
of El Arsh, had killed 150 civilians, 
mcluding a number of women and 
children. Pressed to give details, how- 
ever, hie confined himself to vague 
asserons, and threw ..in the additional 
charge that the Israclis had seized 
property. 

Later, the Mayor's son, Yakub Naim, 
amended this story. About 130 civilians, 
he said, had been killed in the fighting 
outside El Arish befofe Isracli troops 
entered the town. There had been no 
looting, he said, except in a few indi- 
vidual cases. 

Dr. Louis Gailland, a Red Cross repre- 
sentative, told your correspondent that 
he had received no complaints whatever 
of civilians having been killed. 

The Israelis enjoyed one corsolation 
for their enforced withdrawal from the 
town—-they rid themselves of Egyptians 
who had remained in the Gaza Strip 
when it was occupied by the Israelis, 
and they hope, in a few days, to dump 
all the Egyptian. prisoners still in. their 
custody, Two hundred children, 85 
women, and 169 men (of whom 85 had 
asked to come and the remainder had 
been forced to do so) were brought here 
from Gaza and handed over to the Red 
Cross representative. Egyptians from 
Rafa, numbering 757—workers in the 
public utility services and their families 
~-were also awaiting the arrival of the 
U.N, troops, Some of them had come 
of their Own accord and the remainder 
had been brought by the Israclis, 

If the negotiations now proceeding 
with the Red Cross are satisfactorily 
concluded, all the 5,881 Egyptian 
prisoners could be brought to EI Arish 


within 24 hours, an Israch representative 


siaied. 

Colonel! Har-Sinai has received a letter 
from an Egyptian docior working with 
the United Nations Relief and Works 
Ageficy, ¢xpressing appreciation of | the 
treatment meted ow by the I[srachs to 
the Arab families who had come to 
El Arish from Rafa. “ You have pro- 
vided them with-food and have suitably 
housed them,” the doctor wrote.
